Manufacturers have 
formed an alliance known as the Stove 
Founders' National Defense association 
which will conduct a warfare on the part, 
of the manufacturers.

Thomas, secretary of the defense associa- 
tion, which stated that the patterns of the 
boycotted St. Louis firm of Bridge, Beach 
it Co. will be sent to all manufacturers in 
the country and that on certain 
days tho linns will be notified by 
telegraph to have mouldings made 
from the same. Moulders in this city say 
tliey will refuse to mould from those pat- 
terns mid that tniy attempt to force them 
to do so will precipitate a strike in the 
foundries of the country. Tho general 
executive committee of tho national de- 
fense association is now in sossioiy at 
Cleveland arranging details for the ami 
ing fight.

Lieutenant Colonel Onirnot Unanimous- 
ly Elected Speaker. 



The Speech from the Throne— A Portfolio of 
Trade and Commerce to be established— 
A Hill in Amendment of the Chinese 
Immigration Act to ho intro- 
duced- -Kvery Precaution 
adopted to Protect our 
Inshore Fisheries. 



(Special to Tiik Colonist.) 

Ottawa-, Out., April 13. — One hundred 
arid eighty-two members were sworn in 
before the house assembled, called to tho 
senate chamber, and sent back to elect a 
speaker, Lieut Colonel Ouimot was the 
unanimous choice. Blake, in supporting 
tho premier's nomination, made some 
scathing observations. 

The formal opening takes place to-mor- 
row. The governor-general in his speech 
will doubtless congratulate parliament on 
the general prosperity of the country and 
exji ess his belief that parliament will 
gladly join the rest of the empire in con- 
gratulations to the Queen on her jubilee, 
reference will be made to the prominent 
position Canada took tit the colonial exhi- 
bition and the benefit flowing therefrom. 
It will express the hope that the fisheries' 
question will be amicably set tled and state 
that every precaution has been adopted to 
protect our inshore fisheries. Tho gov- 
ernment propose to establish a portfolio 
of trade and commerce and give senate 
representation to the territories. Mea- 
sures are to be introduced for improve- 
ment in the departments of customs, 
justice and inland revenue, amend the 
act regarding government railways, pro- 
vide a better mode of trial for claims 
against tho crown, and to amend tho 
Chinese immigration act. An appropria- 
tion will be asked for the construction of 
a canal at Sault Ste Marie, connecting 
lakes Huron and Superior. It is under- 
stood that the desire of the government is 
to havo an uninterrupted Canadian water- 
way from Lake Superior to thoCulf of St. 
Lawrence. 

CON DENSE D 1) I SPATC1I ES.

In the state hotisu of representatives tit 
Lansing, Mich., a bill granting women 
the right to volt; at municipal elections was 
carried by a vote of 50 to 88, 

Tho officials of the department of In- 
dian affairs say no information lias been 
received lending to confirm the rumors of 
Indian troubles along the Northwest 
frontier. 

The funeral of tho late John T. Kay 
mond, I he actor, took place yesterday at 
New York. The services were held in 
tho "Little Clituch Around the Corner." 
Tho remains were taken to Greenwood 
cemetery. 

A dispatch from Dublin says: Arch- 
bishop Croke, of Cashel, and all tho 
priests of his diocese have signed a 
memorial protesting against the passage 
of the new eoorcion hill, which the douu 
nient alleges is a measure that is calculated 
to lead to greater crimes. 

Advices from different sections of Texas 
note the fall ofa copious rain for three 
hundred miles alyilg the Texas & Pacific 
railroad west of Merkol. In tho country 
north of that road this is regarded as a 
great boon to farmers living in tho south 
and north districts.

THE INDIAN MURDER. 

Louis Badly Inlured hut Not Killed-Con. 
Hinting Statements— Liquor the Cause. 

Mr. Philip Nile, of Qualicum, arrived 
in this city on Saturday, says the Nanaimo 
Free Press^ with tho Indian Louis, who, 
it was stated, had shot the wife of the 
Indian Mold, and had in turn been shot 
by Mohi. Mr. Nile saw him passing his 
place, and having hoard of the troublo at 
Denniau Island, doomed it prudent to 
arrest him and bring him to this city. 

ouis is pretty badly injured about the 
head, and tho lobe of One ear is taken 
way, One report says that Louis was 
shot at by Mohi and stunned, and that he 
was subsequently found on the beach at 
Denuian Island in an unconscious stato by 
Qualicum Tom, who had gone across to 
the island to drag for tho body. There 
are many conflicting statements in lefer- 
enco to this murder, but one thing is 
certain, the woman was shot dead, the 
ball passing through her lungs and close 
to her heart, instead of over tho oyo as 
at first reported. Tho wound over the 
eye was evidently caused in the fall. In 
the case of the reported murdered Indian 
Louis, he has received some ugly wounds. 
The inquest and magisterial inquiries (for 
Louis is held for tho murder of Kitty, 
ind Mohi is held on a charge of shooting 
Louis with intent to murder) will no 
doubt make public tho particulars of this 
tragedy, which has surely been directly 
caused by the free use of intoxicants.

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THE SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 

It is satisfactory to find that of the 215 
members of the House of Commons 382 
were present at the opening; It is very 
evident that both government and opposi- 
tion have been marshalling their forces, 
and there is little doubt that almost every 
available liberal representative was in 
his place. In Mr. Blake's "private and 
confidential" letter which was made pub- 
lic some time ago, he urged upon his fol- 
lowers the necessity of being present at 
yesterday's proceedings. Three Kovern- 
ment supporter?, those from New Wesp- 
ininstor, Alberta and Algoma were de- 
barred from fctiklug their Sf;ats owing to 
tho fact that the respective returning of- 
ficers had not forwarded the writs and 
returns of election. Tins, however, we 
have no doubt, will be remedied in a few 
days. Mr. Baird, of Queen's, N. B., will, 
a recount having been ordered, not take 
his seat. Mr. MacDowell, of S iskatchdwan, 
who has gone to .Scotland, lias paired 
with Mr. Edwards, of Russell, and this 
leaves only twenty seven numbers absent, 
most of whom will undoubtedly be in at- 
tendance to-day at the speech from the 
throne. 

Lieut. -Col. Ouiinet, whom we an- 
nounced long ago as the government's 
choice for the speakership, has been 
unanimously elected, though we are told 
Mr. Blake made one of his usual "scath- 
ing" speeches. His better plan would have 
been, instead of wasting so much wind, 
to put up a candidate and prove the 
truth of tho boastings which ho and his 
party 'have been indulging in since the 
22nd day of F ebruary. It is very evident j 
that the serene-so uled Edward feels his 
day has not yet come. Col. Ouiinet will 
fill the difficult position of First Com- 
moner admirably. He has long occupied 
a seat on the floors of the house and is, 
consequently, thoroughly familiar with 
parliamentary procedure. He is a lawyer 
of unquestioned ability, and is as thorough- 
ly conversant with tho English as his own 
softer tongue. It was eminently proper 
that tho position should fall to a French- 
man this term, and we have no doubt that 
30 judicious a nomination from all points 
of view will commend itself as well to tho 
straight consexyatives as to the so-called 
"independents" and "bolters." 

In congratulating parliament on the 
general prosperity of tho country His Ex- 
cellency will speak no idle words, 
for it is evident that Canada 
has been abundantly blessed in that re- 
spect as compared with other nations of 
the world. 

The Dominion heartily joins the rest of 
this great empire in congratulating Her 
Majesty on the attainment of her jubilee 
yoar. Canada has often been said to be 
more intensely loyal than England itself, 
and tho name of Queen Victoria is a 
cherished one in every household in this 
broad hand. 

Tho position this country took at the 
Indian and Colonial Exhibition was in the 
highest degree satisfactory, rendered so to 
a large extent by tho energy and zeal of 
theadministration.

There has boon much comment during 
the past few days over tho failuro of the 
Sir -lames Douglas to leave for tho west 
coast to investigate tho reported wrecks 
during tho recent storm. We loam, how- 
over, that the government steamer did 
not arrive from tho east coast, where she 
was on duty, until Tuesday, and that she 
loft promptly this morning for tho scone 
of the presumed disaster. Notwithstanding 
this fact, we have no hesitation whatever 
in saying that there is entirely too much 
red-tapeism about tho whole business. It is 
perfectly absurd that when wo have roa- 
son to believe our fellow-creatures 
are pol ishing on a wild, inhospitable shore 
it should bo necessary to telegraph to 
Ottawa to have leave granted to dispatch 
a steamer upon so humane a mission. Yet 
that was just what was done in tho case of 
tho wreck of tho Wobfoot, and we know 
tho result. Had it not been for the good 
priest, Father Nicolayo, those shipwrecked 
men say they would never have seen home 
and friends again. Mayhap to-day in 
Clayoquot Sound Father Lehman is 
rendering tho same humanitarian service 
to his fellows, and while those bravo sea- 
men are battling for life the government 
and'its officials stand serenely complacent, 
and at a safe distance view the scone 
with a stoical composure truly magnificent. 
It is just possible that no wrecks have oc- 
curred during the recent terrible storm, 
but it is more than probable that the 
opposite is the ease, and wo do not 
wonder that tho community views 
the lack of any kind of immediate 
relief afforded with anything but pleas- 
ant feelings. When "they that go down to 
the sea in ships, that do business in great 
waters," are in distress it seems, to put it 
mildly, the height, of folly that it should 
be necessary to telegraph the department 
of marine and fisheries before a vessel can 
bo sent to their relief. Surely the agent 
of the department here could be clothed 
with authority sutlicient to use his own 
discretion when unhappily tho occasion 
arises for him to render speedy assistance. 
Wo trust that pending the establishment 
of a" telegraph service to tho west coast, 
(probably to Cape Boole), and of a life- 
saving station on tho west coast, as well 
us the general improvement contemplated 
of our navigation in the way of light- 
houses, beacons, buoys, &C., so greatly 
needed, tho department will authorize its 
agent here to waste no time in rendering 
all the assistanco in his power to those 
who may be cast up by the sea upon the 
desolate shores of the west coast. 
The moment such a report, if in the 
slightest degree reliable, reaches this 
city, the Douglas should bo dispatched 
at owe. While she is waiting for orders 
from Ottawa precious lives may be need- 
lessly ebbing away. The members from 
this province, and moro especially from 
the island, should be a unit in continuing 
to urge upon tho government these need- 
ed reforms in Pacific Coast navigation. 

THE K1SSANE CASE. 

Kissano has now been clearly identified 
as Col. Rogers, a wealthy resident of So- 
noma County, California. Dr. Talmago 
thus referred to tho matter at one of his 
usual Friday evening lectures: "To 
what complete devilishness of purpose hu- 
man nature may resort has this week and 
hist been illustrated. Thirty-three years 
ago a man then called Kissano committed 
a great crime; for thirty-three years he 
has been an h"nost and good citizen. Af- 
ter ho had established himself in right- 
eousness and had around him a noble wife 
and worthy sons and daughters, detect- 
ives got to work and exposed the sins 
which had for threo long decades been 
buried, for no other purpose except those 
of revenge and blackmail. His old and 
cast-off hfp is' expunged, and hounds are 
bayirig at him from all sides. Common 
fairness would say that after thirty-three 
years of right doing, all] previous wrong- 
doing ought to be forgiven. If all res- 
pectable Christian people of America were 
now arraigned and punished for wrong 
things they did thirty-three years ago, 
there is hardly a social circle or church 
membership that, would, not he rent asun- 
der with tragedy. Many whose early life 
was a dobauch and an abomination have 
afterwards gone to the front in usefulness. 
1 say that thirty-three years of honesty 
and righteousness ought, in any fair- 
minded community, to give a man a re- 
lease from all review of past iniquities. 
'But no,' says human devilishness, 'down 
with Kissano forever, and kill his wife and 
blast his children, and let thirty-three 
years of integrity be overwhelmed by what 
went before.' dean Valjean, of Victor 
Hugo's immortal romance, was by many 
supposed to bo an impossibility. Jean 
Valjean having broken the window-glass 
of a bakery, in Order to get bread for seven 
starving children; afterwards he rises 
to all heights of respectability and 
honor, and for many years demonstrated 
every nobility of character. But after 
nearly a lifetime had passed that early 
wrong gets on his track and chases him to 
ruin. Behold .Jean Valjean of romance 
translated in real life in that last quarter 
of a century supposed to be Christian. 
See in what heights and depths); and infin- 
ities of spite, and hate, and bitterness, 
and malice, and revenge, and diabolism, 
tho human heart can range and level. 
Surely it requires the massacre of Calvary 
to depict the enormity of tho human heart 
when one hjt loose."

FROM THE FRONT. 

Kurth"v Particulars of the Attempted Killing 
of Their Hobs by the Chinese Employed 
on the Northern Pacific Railway. 

Parties who arrived at, Tacoma on tie.: 
train from the front, brought, further par- 
ticulars of the affray between the Chinese 
employes and their bosses on the N. P. 
railway. The Seattle l'imt-1 ntelliijeneer 
says: For several days there has been 
great dissatisfaction among the Chinese 
and they have made it very uncomfort- 
able for tho Chinese agents from Port- 
land, of whom two have been at, the 
front, When another agent arrived the 
other day from Porland, the turmoil be- 
gan again. This morning one of the guards, 
at the front, noticing tin unusual commo- 
tion among the Chinese, started to inves- 
tigate,. when he found that they were evi- 
dently limit on killing the unfortunate 
new arrival from Portland. They had 
tho latter bound securely to a tree, and 
had thrust a big knife into bis back near 
ho shoulders. They were holding a pow- 
wow evidently for the purpose of deciding 
in what manlier they should proceed to 
put an end to his existence. The guard 
attempted to interfere, but was met by a 
volley of stones and sticks and compelled 
to retreat. He summoned aid and a num- 
ber of the guards, arming themselves, went 
to the camp to rescue the agent. A light 
ensued, in which the Chinese used rocks, 
clubs, hutuhets, shovels, and, in fact, any- 
thing they could get, their hands on. The 
guards bore the attack as long as it was 
safe, and then opened '.ire. This soon 
caused the Chinese to stampede, leaving 
the wounded to take care of themselves. 
Tho guards liberated the half-dead Chinese 
agent .and then turned their attention to 
the others; It was found that six Chinese 
had been injured, two of these severely 
and one fatally, the latter having been 
shot, in the body. The guards had not been 
injured severely, receiving only some bad 
bruises from stones and chilis. 

The seven Chinese were brought down 
on the train and taken from the railroad 
warehouse, . whoio they were at last ac- 
counts, One of them was fast, sinking 
and will probably die soon, if not dead by 
the time this story is read by t he public. 

I t is said, further, that tho Chinese have 
causud the guards a groat deal of trouble 
by stoning them whonovcr they approach- 
ed too near. Tho ChinoBO appear to be 

nnf.irulv to liluinii fur tlm trouble.

BIKE DEPARTMENT. 
The following report was receivell from 
the chief engineer of the tire department 
since January 1st: Tho department re- 
sponded to nine tiro alarms; the weekly 
drills have also been reorganized ; an in 
quiry into the matter of Bremen absent- 
ing themselves fronwfiros was respectfully 
asked for; attention is called to the lack

The street committee reported recom- 
mending a 3-feet sidewalk on the south 
side of Kingston street, from St. Law- 
rence to Montreal streets; that Oswego 
street bo cambered and gravelled from 
Simcoo st reet to Dallas road, when the 
property-owners give t he land for the full 
width (if the street to sixty feet; that, 
Hillside avenue be cambered and mac- 
adamized from Saanich road to First 
street; that in reference to Mr. Smith's 
fence at the corner of MeCluro street, it 
bad been blow n down by high winds and 
not knocked down in blasting; that the 
petition of Mr. Elliott to take soil from 
the gravel pit cannot be granted, and that 
the city clerk bo instructed to inform 
owners of property on tho lino of the 
proposed extension of Birdcage walk to 
Dallas road, that if they will give a right 
of way and remove buildings the city will 
open and maintain a thoroughfare for 
ever, said extension to be 00 feet, wide.

SIB GEORGE STEPHEN. 

Interviewed at Montreal — No Subsidy to be 
Applied for Next Session— The Imperial 
Government and the Pacific Steam- 
ship Service. 

On his return to Montreal from Eng- 
land Sir George Stephen was intoryiowod 
as follows: — 

1 In what position does the Canadian 
Pacific stand as regards a subsidy from 
tho Imperial Govornment for a lino of 
mail steamers between Vancouver and the 
East?" was asked. 

' I understand;" said Sir George Ste- 
phen, "that the matter is under the con- 
sideration of the Imperial Government. 
Just now you can easily see that thoir 
whole time is occupied with tho Irish 
question, and matters such as those you 
ask me about will have to wait. So long 
as tho present political oxcitomont con- 
tinues in England they cannot attend to 
what 1 may call outside matters." 

" Have you consulted tho Imperial 
Government on tho matter?" 

'Well," replied Sir Georgo, "that is 
really a matter botweon tho Oariandiaij 
Government and tho Imperial Govorn- 
ment with tho Canadian Government m 
tho background. Negotiations are, I un- 
derstand, being carried on between both 
governments, of which 1 am only acciden- 
tally cognizant." 

" Havo you any reason to believe that 
the Imperial (loverniuent will subsidize 
tho line of steamships from Vancouver to 
the East ?" asked the reporter. 

" 1 havo every reason to expect that 
the Imperial authorities are awake to the 
importance of the route, and tll'ftt they 
will see it is their interest to grant the 
subsidy, but just now, owing to questions 
nearer home, it, must remain in abeyance 
for a short time."

Lctttir from Rev. Mr. licanlaiitls. 

The directors of the Royal Hospital, in 
pursuance of a resolution passed at a 
board meeting held on Tuesday, met yes- 
terday at the hospital premises to investi- 
gate tho charges brought, against the insti- 
tution find matron. Present — President 
A. McLean, and Messrs. J. 11. Todd, T. 
Lubbo, E. A. McQiiade, W. M. Ohudley, 
Joshua Davies and .1. S. Yates, secretary. 
Edward Allen, Esq., M. P. P., and Dr. .1. 
C. Davie were present at the invitation of 
tho board. The following report was 
handed in by Messrs. A. McLean, presi- 
dent, and .1. S. Yates, secretary. 

All tho inmates of the Convalescent 
Home were examined and their evidence 
and that of the matron taken down. The 
directors afterwards [uoceeded to the 
kitchen of the hospit al and inspected the 
dinner about to bo sorved to the patients, 
which met with their entire approval, be- 
ing good and wholesome. 

After a most thorough investigation the 
board unanimously eamo to the conclusion 
that t he charges made wero unfounded 
and not, substantiated by tho facts hb 
elicited at the examination. During the 
enquiry the following letter from the Rev. 
A. Beanlands was handed to the presi- 
dent: 

Victoria* April 13th, 1 887. 

Dear Mr. Mel.cn ni— As you told me yester- 
day that there was to 1h> a mooting of your 
board this morning to onquiro into tho alleged 
harshness of tho matron and si it ward, ami as 1 
am unable to Kivn my testimony In person 
may I bo permitted to stato what has been my 
oxporlenco of thoir conduct, as a froquont visi- 
tor to I ho hospital since 1881. » 

1 have had repented opportunities of both 

bearing and seeing how things are going on in 
tlint instil nl inn, and I nm quite certain tliatany 
oluirgOB which could have been substantiated 
would have come to mv ours. 

Complaints about tho position of the home. 
In roferonco to tho old man coining to meals in 
t he hospital dining-room, I have beard, and I 
think there Issiitne reason In them. It should 
be if possible an independent establishment. 
But that is net the fault of t he mat run. In tho 
hospital 1 have ever heard her spoken of with 
tho highest praise, mid I know Mint besides 
faithfully poiiorniing t lie duties of her onerous 
position, there is no person in Victoria more 
willing to labor gratuitously for tho stoic and 
Indigent. Til" men llnd in nor their best friend. 
If dyimc, shb (lops everything in her newer to 
Boouro tnom spiritual consolation, and if they 
recover she Is foremost In providing them with 
such help us they may nood to start afresh. This 
Is no idle t>i..limoninl, you will, I am sure, cor- 
roborate it iih to tho patient and assiduous 
manner in which Mrs. Jamloson bus collected 
menus for broken-down men, on thoir departure 
from her care, often without. any thanks for her 

pains. 

The hospital; limited though Its capacity be, 
Is vory popular and deservedly, and I am sure 
that popularity Ih greatly owing to tho efficient 
and kind beiiried woman who labors toherut- 
most , in it, I am, dear Mr, McLean,

MARINE. 

The Alexander returned last night from 
Port Moody. 

The Aldou liesao has finished discharg- 
ing her cargo. 

Tho steamer Maude brought tho dredg- 
er down from Saanich harbor yesterday. 

A large ship, a bark and a collier passed 
up the straits yesterday bound for Puget 
Sound. 

Steamship Alki is on the way from San 
Francisco for a return cargo of Welling- 
ton coal. 

The Pilot towed the bark Viola to Bur- 
rard Inlet, and is on the way down with 
the ship Dilbhur, lumber laden from 
Moodyville to Valparaiso. 

Tug Tacoma towed the ship Clarence 
E. Bennett from Port Townsend yester- 
daj 7 morning to Nanaimo where she will 
load coal for San Francisco. 

A report appeared in The Colonist yes- 
terday morning that the British bark 
Beaconsfield had sailed from Callao for 
Victoria on February lllh. This is per- 
fectly true, but through some error, we 
neglected to state that, the above vessel 
arrived in Royal Roads last, Thursday in 
ballast. She was to have been towed into 
Esquimalt yesterday. 

In regard to the reported wreck of the 
tug St. Stephen, it is stated that the story 
originated out of the fact that the men 
saw the Ivanhoe, which recently arrived at 
Port Townsend, thrown on her beam ends 
from the shifting of her ballast in tin 
squall. Not souing her again, and mis- 
taking her for the St. Stephen, it was 
thought that the latter had foundered. 

A St. John's, N. F., despatch stjites 
that the barkentine Susan, Capt. Ryan; 
from that, port to the Barbadoes, struck 
an iceberg oil' Cape Broyle and sunk half 
an hour later. The disaster occurred at, 
midday while the vessel was at tempting to 
weather an iceberg. The crew of eight 
men, including the captain, took a large 
boat, which capsized, and the captain and 
another man sank immediately. Two 
others caught hold of some floating ddbris 
and kept themselves above water until, 
when almost exhausted, they were rescued 
by the barkentine Muriel. Four others 
grasped an upturned boat and succeeded 
in righting it, but. the boat, being full of 
water it again capsized and three of the 
four were lost. 

The British bark Dildhur, Capt. Norm, 
will leave port to-day for Valparaiso, 
South America. Her cargo of lumber is 
as follows: ]7l,7l>Il feet t and g flooring 
valued at $2,919.97; 789;668 feet rough 
lumber valued at $7,106.27. Total cargo 
961,34? feet, value of cargo #10,026. Th 
Dilbhur has lost, by desertion, nearly all 
of her crew since arriving in port and will 
in consequence proceed to Esquimalt to 
pick up a crow before sailing. — ■Vancouver 
Xews.
